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Western Talks with Mr. Molotov 


While the Czech Government has announced its determination to 
fulfil the agreement for the supply of arms to Egypt, the Israeli Cabinet 
this week decided that it would enter the arms race if the supplies from 


Fastern Europe gave the Egyptians excessive military superiority. At the ‘ 
same time, the Israeli people have been heartened by a statement that the 


bulk of the needs of the Israeli Army is being produced locally. 

The Western Powers have not yet stated officially what steps they 
will take if the Czech arms deal upsets the military equilibrium in the 
Middle East. A French spokesman has indicated that the possibility of 
Russia joining the Tripartite Declaration has been discussed with Mr. 
Molotov, the Soviet Foreign Minister.

COMMUNAL CONFERENCE ON EDUCATION 
Pledges to Increase Aid to London Board 


[COMMUNICATED] 


A communal conference on Jewish 
religious education in the Metropolis, 
convened by the Chief Rabbi, took 
place at his residence on Tuesday. 
The Chief Rabbi presided, and the 
following organisations were repre- 
sented: The London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education, the United Syna- 
gogue, the Federation of Synagogues, 
the London Board of Shechita, the 


Western Synagogue, the West End. 


Great Synagogue, and the Commercial 
Road Talmud Torah. 


The Chief Rabbi recalled that one of 
his predecessors, Dr. Nathan Marcus 
Adler, had during Succot in 1865 con- 
vened a meeting in his succah of repre- 
sentatives of the five London synagogues 
which led to the establishment of . the 
United Synagogue five years later. Rabbi 
Brodie expressed the hope that this 
meeting during the same festival 90 
years later would lead, in accordance 
with the ideal of the ‘Tabernacle of 
Peace.” to united efforts on the part of 
all those engaged in the sacred task of 
ensuring the religious education of their 
children 

Those present wholeheartedly endorsed 
this sentiment. 

The meeting considered the financial 
pos:tion of the London Board of Jewish 
Religious Education. The Board, on the 
basis of its present income, was faced 
with a. deficit of £15.000 in 1956, and 
because of the anticipated increase in its 
commitments, which would result in a 
total annual expenditure of £100,000, this 


deficit would rise to £25,000 in subse- . 


quent years. 
Those present were unan mous that the 
on which religious education 
ad been organised in London since the 
foundation of the London Board—and 
specifically the principle of communal 
taxation for religious education——must be 


maintained, and that the Board must be 
enabled to continue to carry out its 
essential tasks. Those present pledged the 
full support of their respective organisa- 
tions for all measures necessary to 
increase the Board's income, and ‘in par- 
ticular undertook to use every endeavour 
to ensure that every member of the 
Jewish community in the Metropolis paid 
towards religious education a stated pro- 
portion of his or her membership fee. 

The Hon. Ewen E. S. Montagu, C.B.E.., 
Q.C., President of the United Synagogue, 
Stated that it was anticipated that, as a 
result of the natural expansion in United 
Synagogue membership and the seat 
rescheduling now in progress, the yield 
from the 25 per cem education tax levied 
on all members of the United Synagogue 
would be increased, and that in conse- 
quence it was hoped that the United 
Synagogue’s total contribution to the 
London Board from all sources would 
amount to £60,000 in 1956. 

Mr. M. Lederman, President of the 
Federation of Synagogues, announced 
that his Council had undertaken, as from 
January 1, 1956, to raise its contribution 
to the London Board from £13,000 to 
£16.000. 

The representatives of the West End 
Great Synagogue, the Western Synagogue, 
and the Commercial Road Talmud Torah 
similarly undertook to explore every 
means of increasing their contributions. 

The Chief Rabbi paid a special tribute 
to the West End Great Synagogue for its 
fine efforts in the cause of Jewish 
religious. education. 

A sub-committee was set up to coacider 
ways and means of implementing the 
suggestions made at .the meeting for 
raising the sum required for the London 
Board.. over and above the income 
accruing from the increased contributions 
of the parent bodies. 

The Presidents of the United Syna- 
gogue and of the Federation of Syna- 
gogues thanked the Chief Rabbi for. his 
initiative in convening the conference and 
for his conduct of the meeting, which 
had produced such hopeful results.

MEDICINE IN THE 
TALMUD 


Health Insurance in 
Post-Biblical Days 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


‘Dr. Max Sorsby gave his presi- 
dential address to the London Jewish 
Hospital Medical Society on “ Medi- 
cine and the Talmud,” at the Medical 
Society of London building, 11 
Chandos Street, W.1, last week. _ 

Medicine was an officially recognised 
profession during the Talmudic period, 
said Dr.. Sorsby.. The practitioner was 
known as “ Rofeh”’ and his sphere of 
activity embraced internal diseases, ner- 
vous disorders, and dental and ophthal- 
mic diseases. He included surgery among 
his accomplishments and was liable to 
be called upon to open an abscess or 
trephine the skull, to ampuiate a leprous 
limb, to remove a gangrenous part, to 
set a fracture, and to prescribe a diet 
for an injured patient. It was his func- 
tion to apply suction to a snake bite, 
and there was some evidence to show 
that the operation of ritual circumcrsion 
was usually assigned to him. 


Doctors’ Remuneration 


The treatment of injuries, said Dr. 
Sorsby, was a definite Biblical behest, and 
the legal interpretation thereof. raised the 
whole subject of medical treatment to 
the plane of a moral and religious duty. 
lt also conferred a sanction on the levy- 
ing of medical fees. The doctor's 
remuneration was a matier of honour 
and oblhgation. Ideas on fees were 
epitomised ‘in the popular aphorism that 
the physician who charged nothing was 
worth nothing. Certain statements in 
the Talmud suggested that some form of 
insurance for medica! attention was in 
vogue and also that. the system of: con- 
tract payment was employed. The prac- 
uinoners of that age seemed to have 
demanded, at times, that their services 
should. be paid for in advance. If & 
palient promised to pay a large fee, the 
validity of the agreement could. not. be 
contesied, as it was held that experience 


and skill could not be evaluated in 
terms of money. 
In his: references to Rabbi Samuel. 


who. he stated, played an important réle 
in- Talmudic. medicine, .Dr.. Sorsby 
said he was the type of. sage who was 
not. a physician by profession, but. one 
who possessed medical knowledge and 
applied it. He was the most. prolific 
author of medical dicta’ and was 
especially skilled in the treatment of eye 
diseases. _He claimed that he knew. the 
cure for all ills except those caused by 
eating bitter dates on an empty stomach, 
or by eating bread without walking four 
cubns afterwards. 

Dr. Sorsby said there was abundant 
evidence in the Talmud that the rabbis 
were keen students of comparative 
anatomy, though their .experience was 
limuied mainly to sacrificial animals and 
those which were. slaughtered for food. 
The latter were submitied to a post- 
mortem examination before being passed 
as ft for consumption. If a lesion was 


- discovered which was incompatible with 


the continued life of the animal, m was 
pronounced unfit. Around this principle 
there developed a meticulous and detailed 
sysiem of post-mortem animal inspection 
which inevitably aroused scientific interest 
on problems of anatomy and of physio- 
logy. The rabbis recognised. however. 
that the knowledge derived from these 
animal studies was not necessarily applic- 
able to human anatomy and_ physiology. 


Enumeration of Bones 


The enumeration of the bones in. the 
human body,. said the speaker, was, 
perhaps, the most interesting piece of 
anatomical lore preserved in the Talmud, 
in which « was stated that there were 
248“ members.”” of the  body—the 
attempted reconciliation, he said, of this 
enumeration with their present knowledge 
would be a vain effort, | 
The most accurate Talmudieal descrip- 
tion, he said, of any anatomical organ 
was reserved for the. eye, obviously 
because it was so accessible to observa- 
Whereas the descriptions of super- 
ficial anatomy in the Talmud = were 
remarkably accurate and indicated care- 
ful observation, the knowledge displayed 
of the iniernal organs was. handicapped 
by obvious limitations. Nevertheless 
many points of great interest for the 
history of medicine emerged from a brief 
study of the information which might be 
gleaned from the Talmudical ideas on 
visceral anatomy. 

Looking, said Dr. Sorsby,.at the whole 
picture one was bound to agree that the 
main contributions made by the Jews in 
the early days were in the field of 
hygiene and of preventive medicine and 
im the production of an ethical code. It 
was a large and valuable contribution. 

Dr. Sorsby. thanked for his 
address on the motion of Dr, Louis 
Collins, seconded by Mr. I. Preiskel. 

Amone those present was Dr. J. A. 
Scott, Chief County Medical Officer for 
London, who also expressed his apprecia- 
tion of the address.

There was a goodly sprinkling of 
Jewish scholars at the Colloquium on 
Contemporary British Philosophy, held 
recently at Brasenose College, Oxford. 
Among the 20 lecturers were Dr. F. 
Waismann, Reader in the Philosophy 
of Mathematics at Oxford University, 
and Dr. D. Daiches Raphael, Senior 
Lecturer in Moral Philosophy, Univer- 
sity of Glasgow.

_ Dr. Gordis has done the seemingly 
impossible. He has produced a trans- 
lation of and a commentary on one 
of the most difficult. books of the 
Bible, which combines the lucid and 
informative style of the best kind of 
popular introduction with the scien- 
tic approach and comprehensiveness 
to satisfy the most exacting demands 
of modern scholarship. 

The book of Kobeleth is an enigma. 
How did this. unconventional work 
become part of the scriptural canon ?

These are the 
questions the author sets out to 
answer, achieving a remarkable degree 
of success.

NASSER’S DISCLOSURE 


Guarded Comment in 
London 


By a Diplomatic Correspondent 

The War Office, and to some 
extent, the Foreign Office, has been 
thrown into confusion by Colonel 
Nasser’s disclosure that the Egyptians 
had intercepted a War Office military 
intelligence report expressing the view 
that while the Egyptians will “ prob- 
ably do their best to avoid war... 
there 1s less confidence that the Israeli 
Government will continue a long-term 
and co-existence policy of restraint.” 

After much hesitation, the War Office 
admitted that such a document, marked 
“ Secret,” had been widely distributed 
among Army officers, including those 
Stationed overseas. But although the 
War Office is now investigating the matter 
it has so far refused to comment on the 
details of the document or indicate 
whether Nasser’s claim is correct. 

In pursuance of its policy’ of refusing 
to answer hypothetical questions, the 
Foreign Office has hitherto declined to 
say whether, if it were established that 
Egypt was receiving sizable quantities 
of arms from Eastern Europe, Britain, to 
maintain the balance of power in accord- 
ance with the Tripartite Declaration, 
would halt arms supplies to Egypt or 
supply additional equipment to Israel.

YOM KIPPUR IN AN 
ISRAELI SHIP 


On Board the s.s. Artsa 
By J. SONNTAG 


To be on Yom Kippur Day 1n an 
Israeli ship is not only to be, in a 
way, on Israeli soil, but also to 
encounter all the contradictions of 
life in modern Israel. 

Preparations for the day began, of 
course, on Erev Yom Kippur. Yet the 
outward signs of the «approaching Day 
of Atonement must have been more 
visible in Whitechapel High Street than 
it was here on board ship. The days 
routine was hardly interrupted, except 
that the last meal was served at 3.30 p.m. 

At six o'clock in the evening the bar 
was closed. From then on there was no 
record playing: the curtains of the 
dining-hall remained drawn until the 
following evening. People carried 
on their conversations in a some- 
what subdued voice. Only the humming 
of the engine continued uninterruptedly. 
From the middle deck the Sephardim 
could be heard davening mincha. | 

In a corner of the small synagogue | 
noticed an old Tunisian Jew crouching 
with his legs crossed on his seat. He 
had changed his sackcloth kind of garb 
into a white, rough rug covering his 
body beneath the tallit. He sat there, 
motionless, solemnly, his tired eyes fixed 
expressionless on an open book he held 
up on his knees. In this position he was 
sitting long before the service began and 
remained so throughout the service for 
many hours. 


Poor Synagogue Attendance 


On Yom Kippur Day there were two 
services in different parts of the ship: 
one for the Sephardim and one for the 
Ashkenazim. Yet, hardly more than 15 
people participated in each—out of some 
SO) passengers and crew, all except a 
very few of them Jews. 

How many of the passengers were 
fasting ? Many more than attended the 
services, certainly; but I doubt whether 
they numbered more than 10 per cent. 
People smoked freely on deck, ‘with 
nobody complaining or objecting, though 
even some of the smokers thought it 
tactless on tthe part of some officers of 
the ship to parade their pipes in public. 
If, they argued, Yom Kippur is to be 
observed on a Jewish ship, at least out- 
wardly, then the ship’s crew, and the 
officers in particular, should not break 
it so openly. 

These, and similar arguments, were the 
main topic of the day. People standing 
about in groups repeated all the old and 
new arguments for and against the obser- 


vance of the Sabbath and other Festivals, . 


including Yom Kippur, in the Orthodox 
manner. Opinions were divided, not 
exactly following strict political lines. I 
heard a member of Mapam defending 
religious observance, aS a matter of 
respect for traditional Jews, while 
moderates argued the case for greater 
freedom and tolerance, in keeping with 
the requirements of modern society. Was 
not the fact of the Israeli boat on the 
high seas. on Yom Kippur a case in 
point? After all, it must be kept going, 
fuelled, and navigated, they argued. 

But the real arguments started on Yom 
Kippur day, when the stewards were bom- 
barded with complaints. The arrange- 
ments, .unofficially, were that those who 
did not fast would be getting their 


_ breakfast in the morning, and sandwiches 


during the day; served in the cabins. 
Why could not a corner in the dining-hall 
be reservéd for that purpose ? 
why, complained others, was no provi- 
sion made for warm drinks for children 
during the day, while at the same time 
meals in the officers’ mess were ‘served 
as usual, in full view of the passengers ? 


Catering Delay 


The arguments did. not quite subside 
on Moatsei Yom Kippur, when it took 
more than an hour after dusk before 
supper could be served, without regard 
to those who fasted and were clamouring 
for a cup of coffee first before they 
Started their meal proper. : 

Incidentally, no distinction in these 
arrangements was made between the 
Jewish passengers and the few non-Jews 
on board, among them two Catholic 
nuns from France and a young Protestant 
theological student from Holland on his 
way to Jerusalem for a course in modern 


Hebrew. This student, I observed, 
accepted the restrictions without a 
murmur. On the contrary, he told. me 


he found them quite in order. Was not 
the Jewish religion given to all Israel, 
he reasoned. This student took part in 


_the Jewish service, did not smoke during 


the day, and kept the fast. because, as 
he put & fo me, he wanted to learn 
about the ways of the Jews from the 
inside, 

The following day the arguments were 


forgotten, and the topic changed to the

There is much anxiety that Czecho- 
slovakia’s arms deal with Egypt, 
concluded doubtless with Moscow's 
approval, and against the interests 
and security of Israel, may lead to a 
weakening of the commercial relations 
between Israel and the Soviet bloc. 
These relations have been developing 
gradually in the past two years. 
Exports from the Soviet bloc to Israel 
increased from $2,000,000 worth of 
goods in 1953 to more than three times 
that sum in 1954, and continues to 


rise. 
At the same time, Israel’s citrus 
exports in 1954 amounted to 940,000 


cases, a figure much higher than in 
previous years. The U.S.S.R. bought 
over 220,000 cases, Poland 38,000, 
Rumania 30,000, Hungary 12,000, and 
Fast Germany 5,000. 

Trade relations with the U.S.S.R., 
where an Israeli trade delegation is now 
discussing further deliveries of oil, began 
on a firm footing in December, 1953, 
with an agreement signed in Moscow, 
for the shipment to Israel of 100,000 
tons of Soviet crude oil with an option 
of another 100,000 tons, Russia, on the 
other hand, agreed to bpy $2,700,000 
worth of citrus fruit and $200,000 worth 
of bananas. In February, 1954, the 
Israeli Government took up the option 
of buying an additional 100,000 tons of 
crude oil. A subsequent agreement 
between the two countries provided for 
a further import of 250,000 tons of oil 
in exchange for Israeli citrus fruit and 
bananas. Finally, in May of this year, 
further purchases of oil were agreed on. 

Trade relations with Poland, too, were 


‘being developed on an increasing scale 


since the new agreement was signed last 
year. In exchange for citrus fruit, razor 
blades, pharmaceutical products, false 
teeth. and phosphates exported to Poland, 
Israel is receiving Polish machinery, 
sugar, textiles, chemicals, and wooden 
crates for citrus fruit. Poland has now 
placed an order for 5,000 pairs of shoes, 
and if these prove satisfactory a further 
order for 250,000 pairs is contemplated. 
The Polish authorities consider Israeli 


workmanship as among the best. 


With Rumania Israel signed a trade 
agreement in September last year for an 
exchange of goods, valued at $2,500,000. 
This provides for the import from Israel 
of bananas, citrus, textiles, medical 
instruments, razor blades, refrigerators, 
and false. teeth. ia 
shipping to Israel timber, fruit crates, 
petroleum products, charcoal, and various 
chemical articles.

DRILLING AT HELEZ 
RESUMED 
Finding Depth of Oil 
From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM, Thursday 

Drilling at Helez, where oil was 
found a fortnight ago, will be resumed 
today. 

In the past few days preparations have 
heen made for further tests to determine 
the extent of the off reserves. A seven- 
inch pipe has been laid the entire length 
of the bore-hole—4,900 feet deep—and 
drilling will take place further down to 
find out the character of the sirata 
beneath the sandstone.

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NATIONALISM AMONG 
GERMAN STUDENTS 


Influence of German 
* Alte Herren’

BONN 
Democratic circles here. have 
expressed deep anxiety over the 
increasing anti-democratic manifesta- 
tions at German universities. 

For. some time nationalist students 
organised in feficing and duclling groups 
have been increasing their influence im 
German university life. The imstigators 
of this development are the so-called 
Alue Herren, nationalist students of. the 
pre-Nazi cra who have never ceased .0 
fight for their extremist ideas. Due to 
the remarkable political apathy among 
German students immediately after the 
war, these Alte Herren, many of them 
holding leading positions in the German 
economy, found a ready and co-opera- 
tive audience for their nDationalist. ser- 
mons and were able to re-establish the 
nationalist fencing Burschenschaften., 

Opposition to these organisations— 
they were banned under the occupation 
law---by democratically minded students 
Was strong at one time. But because of 
recent political developments and a cam- 
paign of oppression by the Alte Herren 
the opposition has been overcome. 

Nationalist Burschenschafien. are now 
found all over the Federal Republic. 
Their members tyrannise students. who 
refuse to join the nationalist drinking and 
duciling organisations. 

A paragraph in the statutes of one of 
these organisations says that “ only 
Germans of Aryan descent who pledge 
their loyalty. to the Deutschtum will be 
admitted.’ This principle was laid down 
by fencing students in 1923. 

Another student organisation 
rejected a proposal that all students be 
accepted regardless of their race and 
social origin. 

The*membership of the fencing organ:- 
sation is estimated at over 100,000. This 
includes the Alte Herren, who still deter- 
mine the policy of these organisations.

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JEWS OF THE FAR NORTH

RONDHEIM, the largest city 

in Northern Norway and on 

the same latitude as the capital 

of Iceland and places in Southern 
Greenland, Alaska, and Siberia, 

the home of the most northerly 
Jewish community in the world. 

A friend and | have just returned 

from a Visit to Norway, in the course 

of which we stayed in Trondheim and 


met many of the Jewish people in this 
outpost of Jewry. Today there is a 


small community of about 160 Jews 
in Trondheim, a thriving city of 80,000 


The Trondheim Cemetery memorial to 
the Jews killed by the Nazis. 


inhabitants whose main industries are 
fishing and shipbuilding. 

We found nearly all the 
people well off, many. of them con- 
nected with the clothing or fur -trade. 
They live. for the most part, close to 
one another in a suburb of Trond- 
heim in their. typical Norwegian 
timber houses. 
have them in the centre of the town, 
with its spacious squares and beautiful 
wooden houses. Here, names such as 
‘Isaksen”” and “ Abrahamsen’” are 
very prominent on the shop fronts. 

We first. visited the synagogue, 


which strangely enough is only a few: 


vards away from the towering Nidaros 
Cathedral in Arkitekt .Christiesgate. 
It is a small unpretentious building, 
in Striking contrast to the Cathedral : 
inside, however. it is as beautiful as 
most Norwegian buildings, with much 
of it, typically, made of wood. There 
is a communal hall, with the minister’s 
house near by. About 20 men attend 
regularly on Saturdays, although on 
the festivals the full complement of 
Trondheim Jewry is present. We met 
the President,’ Mr. Kahn, who owns 
a large shop in town. Like all the 
other Jewish people we encountered.

Little Antisemitism 


We are. told that there is very litt 
antisemitism in Norway toda [he 
sufferings of the Jewish community in 
Trondheim evoked a sincere sympathy 
from the Norwegians. many of whom 
experienced the same. brutal treatment. 
Shechita, however. has official 
banned since 1931. by the Norwegian 
Government as result: kosher-food 
can be imported only. from abroad,. 
and only two or three families go to 
the expense of doing this. 

During the summer there is a 
general exodus from the town into the 
mountains around, where many of the 
community have their summer houses 
close to. one. anothe: [he whole 
area becomes transformed into what 
is practically a Scandianavian Jewish 
camp, aS many of their Swedish reli- 
tivés. stay with them there. for in 
Northern Norway summer is the only 
time of the year when such gatherings 
are either practicable or even possible.

ABOLITION OF RELIGIOUS 


COURTS IN EGYPT 
Resulting Communal Problems

According to. the Treaty, divorce cases 
nvolving iwo foreign Jewish partners ot 
even one Egyptian Jew and one forcign 
Jew had to be tried by Egyptian civil 
courts [hose .cases affecting two 
Egypuan Jews.had to be submitted to 
the Rabbfnicial Courts. But-if a divorce 
was pronounced bya civil court it could 
not-become effective unless confirmed by 
the-Rabbinate, which. had to vouch. that 
Get had been administered according 
to the Jewish law. 

Under the new Egyptian regulations, 
even if divorces have now to be dealt 
with by civilian courts, these courts have 
ho religious authority to rule about the 
granting of Get. It is therefore a matter 
lor conjecture what will happen in the 
case Where a divorced man refuses to 
give Ger after the divorce has been sanc- 
tioned by a civilian -court. 

The Chief Rabbi of Egypt, Rabbi 
Haim Nahoum, is studying closely the 
elect of this decision on the Jewish 
community.

Greek Expropriation Decrees

ATHENS 
Strong representations are being 
made by ‘the Jewish community in 
Salonika for the repeal of two decrees 
authorising the expropriation by the 
Greek Government of Jewish property 
in Salonika, 


One decree provides for the expropria- 
lon of a large. plot of land in the main 
Arwsiotelis 
Alliance Israélite Universelle, which 
administered schools there before the last 
war. The decree justifies the expropria- 
ion on the ground that a large hotel for 
tourists is to be erected on the site. The 
community's legal advisers point out that 
this is the first time that private property 
IS to be expropriated by the State for 
such a purpose. The estimated price of 
the Alliance property is about £150,000, 
4 figure well above the likely amount to 
be paid by the Government in compen- 
sation 

The other decree concerns. Salonika’s 
Jewish suburb founded by Baron. de 
Hirsch and affects a large area, now occu- 
Pied by Greek squatters, who moved in 
after the mass deportation by the Nazis 
Of Salonika’s Jewish population.

The communiqué said that the Isracii 
Government view with grave concern 
the additional strength about to. accrue 
to the armed forces of Egypt, which 
would increase the favourable balance of 
power in Egypt's favour and would 
encourage her in aggression against Israel. 

It is stated here that Israel lags fa: 
behind Egypt in military equipment and 
that Egypt's military budget is three times 
that of the Israeli Defence Army. 

The Knesset Foreign Affairs. and 
Securny Committee met on Wednesday 
to hear a full report on the situation from 
Mr. Sharett, and to discuss measures 
which Israel can take in the diplomatic 
field and for the acquisition of arms.

NASSER: “WE MUST HAVE 
STRONG ARMY” 


CAIRO 
Ihe “Egyptian Prime Minister, 
Colonel Nasser, said on Sunday that 
Egypt would go ahead with her plans 
tO arm, 
Addressing a- passing-out parade at the 


Egyptian Military. Academy, he said: 


“We shall pursue our policy until we 
build up the Army we have been striving 
for from the very beginning—a strong 
Army to protect our frontiers, but not 
for any. aggression.” 

Nasser said that the Egyptian Intelli- 
gence Service had intercepted a docu- 
ment saying. that Israel imtended to 


launch a full-scale atiack on Egypt after 


February 28 last. The document said 
that Israel refrained from doing so when 
she learned. the Syrian Army had orders 
io attack Israel if the fatter attacked 
Egypt, 

The Egyptian Prime Mimister also 
claimed that the Egyptian Intelligence 
Service had seized two foreign intelli- 
gence reports—-one British one 
French—showing the extent of Western 
military aid to Israel. The British report, 
he alleged, said that it was unlikely that 
Egypt would attack Israel while it [British 
Intelligence] believed Isracl would launch 
an attack on the Egyptian front,

“. . « decision now by war, the possi- 
bility cannot be excluded that a further 
incident or series of incidents may cad 
to this resuk. The Egyptian Government 
will probably do their best to avoid war; 
the manner of their reinforcements of the 
Sinad frontier after the Gaza incident did 
not suggest aggressive intentions. There 
is less confidence that the Israch Govern- 
ment will decide to continue a long-term 
and co-existence policy of restraint. After 
recciving a report from their own sources 
that the Israclis were about to occupy 
the Gaza strip, the Syrian military 
authorities mstructed their forces on the 
south-west frontier to be prepared to 
attack the. Israchs immediately if the 
latter attacked Egypt.”’] 

Nasser said that the French military 
intelligence document captured by the 
Egyptians showed the extent of British 


and American military aid to Isracl. This 


included 20 British Meicor jet aircraft, 
20 Mosquito fighters, seven transport air- 
craft, 100 American Sherman tanks, 1% 
Churchill tanks, 100 armoured cars, and 
70 tield guns:

He added: “The Western Powers 
armed Israel and. refused to atm us, sa 
that we remain under their yoke and 
sphere of influence and at their mercy. 
We shall go ahead with our plans to arm 
ourselves.

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SIMCHAT TORAH 


WITH this week-end comes the conclusion 


of the series of Festivals which inaugurate 
our New Year of 5716. The ensuing Sabbath 
will be Shemini Atseret, the Eighth Day of 
Solemn Assembly, to be immediately fol- 
lowed by Simchat Torah, the Rejoicing of 
the Law. On Saturday evening and Sunday 
we shall fittingly terminate this sacred 
season with our joyous acclamation of the 
Torah as Israel's eternal guide from year to 
year. In the concluding portion of the 
Torah which we shall read on Simchat Torah 
is contained the Law-giver’s final bequest 
to his people of this supreme gift as an 
everlasting heritage. And having finished 
this reading, immediately afterwards we 
shall begin reading the opening portion of 
the Torah which records how God first 


created the universe and all that is contained 
therein. 


Many of the physical marvels of this 
universe have recently become increasingly 
revealed to us through the discoveries of 
modern science. 
have been mastered on this planet. This 
present generation is now exploring the 
practical possibilities of interplanetary 
travel by nuclear energy, with man-carrying 
satellites circling in space and guided mis- 
siles flying on astronomical journeys. Yet 
these calls to subdue space and time do not 
really affect the scope of our moral and 
spiritual obligations. Nothing is derogated 
from the nearness. and immediacy of the 
Divine Law. In his final charge to our 
ancestors, Moses declared: “ For this com- 
-mandment which I command thee this day, 
it is not too hard for thee, neither is it far 
off. It is not in heaven, that thou shouldest 
say: ‘Who shall go up for us to heaven, 
and bring it unto us, and make us to hear it, 
that we may do it?" Neither is it beyond 
the sea, that thou shouldest say: * Who shall 
go over the sea for us, and bring it unto us, 
and make us to hear it, that we may do it ?’ 
But the word is very nigh unto thee, in thy 
mouth, and in thy heart, that thou mayest 
do it.” 


Nor has modern man necessarily gained 
in happiness or wisdom because of. his 
technological advance. On the contrary, the 
mechanisation of human life and the means 
of mass destruction now made available offer 
a dire threat to mankind's very existence. 
The same choice confronts us as confronted 
those whom the Law-giver addressed: “I 
call heaven and earth to witness against you 
this day, that I have set before thee life and 
death, the blessing and the curse; therefore 
choose life, that thou mayest live, thou and 
thy seed; to love the Lord thy God, to 
hearken to His voice, and to cleave unto 
Him: for that is thy life and the length of 
thy days.” 

According to our Torah, man was created 


in the image of God with moral freedom and. 


spiritual responsibility. It was this conscious- 
ness of man’s unique worth 
universe that caused the Psalmist to declare: 
“ When I behold Thy heavens, the work of 
Thy fingers, the moon and the stars which 
Thou hast established; What is man, that 
Thou art mindful of him? and the son of 
man, that Thou thinkest of him? Yet Thou 
hast made him but little lower than the 
angels, and hast crowned him with glory and 
honour.” While science describes the pro- 
cesses of nature, our religious faith prescribes 
the ordinances of righteous living. 


Similarly, one of our special Festival 


Psalms—the nineteenth—compares the glory 
of God in the heavens and the glory of the 
Torah on earth. As the power of the sun 
that God has created warms and energises 
the universe, so does the Torah enlighten 
and guide the soul of man. We are reminded 
of the magnificent words of the philosopher, 
Kant: “ Two things fill my soul with holy 
reverence and ever-growing wonder—the 
spectacle of the starry sky that virtually 
annihilates us as physical beings, and the 
moral law which raises us to infinite dignity 
as intelligent agents.”

As the custodians of “the Torah of life, 
lovingkindness and righteousness, blessing, 
mercy, life, and peace "—gifts which a dis- 
tracted world now so ardently craves—the 
Jewish people have ample cause for giving 
expression to their feelings of rejoicing. If 
the behests of the Torah were generally 


heeded, a new year would indeed dawn for 


the world. 


RUSSIA & MIDDLE EAST 


ALL diplomatic appeals by Great Britain and 
the United States to Egypt to induce Colonel 
NASSER to. cancel his deal with Czecho- 
slovakia having failed, the arms race in the 
Middle East is now entering a new and 
dangerous phase, After its vain protest to 
the Czech Government, Israel has now also 
announced its intention to spend more on 
arms and Syria and other Arab States are 
doing the same. The immediate result is that 
both Israel and the Arabs will be draining 
their resources so urgently needed for econ- 
omic reconstruction, and diverting them 
recklessly to armaments. 


Regrettable and dangerous as this new 
situation is, there is, however, no cause for 
panic. Admittedly the Soviet Union, which, 
as is generally conceded, is behind this 


unexpected arms transaction, has managed | 


to obtain a foothold in the Middle East. 
Moscow has thus, by a skilful move, diverted 
the cold war which she agreed to stop in 


Land and sea and sky ~~ Europe to another area till now closed to it 


for any direct intervention. What makes this 
threat even more ominous is that, by send- 
ing arms to Egypt and, as seems likely, to 


- other Arab countries, the whole area becomes 


open to increased Soviet penetration. This 


fear is shared by Israel as. well as by the | 


Western Powers. But the supply of Czecho- 
slovak or Russian.arms, as that supplied by 
other countries, depends largely -upon_ the 
nature of Soviet intentions in the Middle 
East. In the light of Russia’s proclaimed 
policy of co-existence and the much-publi- 
cised Geneva spirit,. it can hardly be 
the. intention of the Russian rulers to 
create chaos, still less a war, in the Middle 
East. Even the threat of a war would render 
all efforts to obtain understanding with the 
West useless, and destroy all hope of a settle- 


ment in Europe, at which the Russians pro- 


fess to aim at present. Soviet leaders, it can 
be assuméd, must be aware of this, as are the 
leaders of the free world. who are to meet 
them at the conference table at Geneva this 
month. 


Russia’s move is doubtless designed to 
that she will not agree to be 
permanently barred from influence in the 
Middle East. By their constant sabre- 
rattling and antagonism to the West, Colonel 
NaSSER and his military junta have merely 
offered an apt opportunity for the U.S.S.R. 
to demonstrate its ability to create a new 
diversion in an area in which the West is 


vitally interested. The structure of peace is . 


yet too delicate for the Russians to risk 
delivering arms to Colonel NASSER in order 
that he might destroy it by a brutal attack 
on Israel. The Israelis are no doubt fully 
aware of that, It would be naive to suppose 
that any responsible Israeli Government, 
now about to be formed, could be goaded by 
extremists to take any rash step as a result 


of the new Egyptian armament transaction. — 


But for the West the situation is certainly 
one of greater responsibility, especially for 
the Powers who have given the Tripartite 
guarantee. It is no use denying the fact that 
Russia, having been prevented from entering 
through the front door, has found an entrance 
at the rear. Nor is it politic or useful to 
appeal to the Soviet b/oc to cease selling arms 
to the Arabs when both Great Britain and the 
United States are doing the same. The 
Foreign Secretary and Mr. DULLES are 
reported to have appealed to Mr. MoLoTov 
in New York on this question of Czecho- 
slovakia’s sale of arms. For these appeals 
to be logical, convincing, and fruitful, they 
should have been accompanied by an express 
decision to withhold the supply of arms to 
Egypt and all other Middle East countries. 

Another and equally effective manner of 


- preventing tension in the Middle East from 


spreading would be an immediate strengthen- 
ing of the Tripartite Agreement, by which 
Great Britain, the United States, and France, 
would give Israel guarantees of an absolutely 
convincing nature, so that all her neighbours 
would know that any military aggression by 
any of them would result in immediate action 
on the part of the guaranteeing Powers. This 
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would have a double effect. It would con- 
vince Egypt of the uselessness of trying to 
spend larger sums on arms, and at the same 
time also prove to the Soviet bloc that it 
would be wasting its efforts to stir up further 
trouble, 


There have been, since the new arms deal 


has taken place, reports that Russia may be 


invited to join the Tripartite guarantee. This 
is, of course, hardly likely—certainly not 
until Russia has proved to the West her 
sincerity in wanting peace. But there Is 
another way of securing Russian co-opera- 
tion, Mr. DuLLes, in his proposal for a 
settlement of the Arab refugee question, has 
linked his plan with a guarantee by the 
United Nations, of which Russia is a member. 
If the spirit of Geneva is really so close to 
the Russian idea of co-existence, it should 
be easy for her leaders to support the Dulles 
plan and thus convince both Europe as well 
as Israel and the Arab States that she really 
intends to live up to the spirit of Geneva, 
co-existence, and peace. 


BRITISH LOAN 


THE decision of Lloyds Bank to grant a 
£2,380 ,000 loan to the Keren Hayesod for 
the purchase of sorely needed agricultural 
and industrial machinery and 
vehicles is to be welcomed for a variety 
of reasons. First, it shows the confidence of 
a leading British banking institution and, of 
course, of the Treasury, which had to sanction 
the loan, in the State of Israel. This 
of confidence will not go 
unnoticed among the friends of Israel in all 
lands. Secondly, it will give great encourage- 
ment to the Israelis in this particularly trying 
period and enable them to accelerate and 
expand their industrial and agricultural 
activities and implement some of their vital 
development schemes. In addition—and this 
is by no means the least important point— 
it will bring back to Israel British equipment 
which, because of the lack of sterling, the 
provision of American grants and loans, and 
the flood of German reparations goods, has 
been rapidly displaced in the Jewish State. 


-Much though they would like to extend their 


commercial relations with this country, this 
chronic shortage of sterling has unfortun- 
ately compelled the Israelis to do without 
many other types of British products. The 
danger here, of course, is that British 
exporters whose goods have been displaced 
may, after a few years, find themselves 
crowded out and unable to re-enter: the 
market. 
loan—the first of a commercial nature 
granted by a British bank—-must be regarded 
as a welcome and timely move.

This book, by the Lecturer in Codes at Jews 
College, does honour to the Anglo-Jew ich com- 
munity. So far as I know, it is the firy English 
work, certainly of any importance. which

has added thereto a rich store of Roman and 
English law and their root principles. ang 
Professor Hanbury, the Vinerian Professor of 
English Law at Oxford, declares that the 
writer is one who deserves the title no; merely 
of Doctor Utriusque Juris but of Doctor 
Trium Disciplinarum,. The foreword by Pro. 
fessor Hanbury is not merely a tribute to the 
erudition of the rabbi, but-also an excursus of 


great value on the intrinsic worth of this small 


treatise as a contribution to comparative Jaw. 
Law, philosophy, and history play their due 
parts in the make-up of the book under review, 
The author deals with Jus Gentiuin and Jus 
Naturale, slavery, equity, the theory of the 
social contract, uses, the trust. the pledge. the 


family, and public policy, to mention only a. 
few of the subjects. 


His citations from works 
of authority in many languages are a thesaurus 
in themselves and display width and selectivity 
of reading. 

It is perhaps not surprising that the learned 
rabbi holds the view that in content and out 
look Jewish law has a modernity and flexibility 
which in themselves place it in the highest rank 


of jurisprudential systems. He has also put 


‘forward a new view of the approach of the 
great Maitland to legal problems. 


If this book encourages the author further 
to favour students of comparative jaw. he will 
find his readers grateful.

Private International Law. 8, A. 
THOMAS. Hutchinson's University Library, 
8s.

Private international law is a branch of the 


‘legal system whose title itself has given. rise to 


much discussion. Both the adjectives and noun 
in their particular application have been the

Not so «abstract a 
system as public international law. which even 
yet suffers from not being universally enforce 
able, it is immensely complicated in that it takes 
into cognisance, although not necessarily recog 
nition, the several systems of Jaw which are 
current in the whole civilised and no! so civilised 
world.

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~CHINA: END OF A COMMUNITY 


THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


By MAURICE ORBACH, M.P., and Lieut.-Col. MARCUS LIPT ON, M.P. 


OME time about the eleventh 
century the first permanent 
Jewish settlement was made 

in China. When we asked in Peking 
about the Jews of China we were 
told of the Jewish capital, Kai Feng 
Fu. which is in the province of 
Honan. Here, until a hundred years 
ago, there was a Jewish community 
with synagogues and other com- 
munal establishments, although the 
Jews were indistinguishable in 


appearance from the other Chinese 


China. We saw two or three Jewish 
children, and it was easy for us to 
get in touch with the whole com- 
munity, because they all spoke 
English, and warmly welcomed our 
presence. There we met half-a-dozen 
of our coreligionists, who seem to be 
closing together for the warmth of 
human fellowship in their isolation, 
and at the same time we met the 
energetic and hard-working Secretary, 
Mr. Azur Bagg. It was Friday morn- 
ing when we met them, and in the 
evening, the eve of Shabbat, we went 
to the New Synagogue on the Route 
Tenant de la Tour. It was a Western

among whom they lived. Inquiries 
which we made elicited the: infor- 
mation that about 1850 the last 
Jewish Chinese rabbi died. Inability 
to secure a successor and other 
pressures combined to bring about 
this com- 
munity, which by intermarriage 
and assimilation has been lost to 
world Jewry. 


From our various informants we 


heard that there were still persons in 
Kai Feng Fu who did not work on 
certain days of the year, and they 
believed these days coincided with the 
Jewish Holy-days; but our later 
researches could find no evidence of 
this. We were informed by Rewi 
Alley, a New Zealander long resident 
in China, that if excavation was car- 
ried out many valuable Jewish monu- 
ments could be discovered, relating to 
the Chinese Jewish communities, 20 
feet below ground in Kai Feng Fu 


and at Ning Poo, which: is near 


Shanghai. 


The Old Silk Road 
The Jews came to China originally 
Over the old Silk Road through 
Samarkand, and the community dis- 
appeared when the sole survivor of it, 
@ Kai Feng Fu. Jew, who was 
employed by Mr. R. D. Abraham in 


Shanghai, died just before the out- . 


break of the First World War. It 
May be interesting for antiquarians to 
speculate on the establishment, 
progress, decline, and disappearance 
ol these indigenous Jews of China, but 
during the period that we were in the 
Republic we turned to the more 
Serious consideration of the present 
Position of Jews who are now in that 
country, . 
_ When we first arrived in Peking we 
‘nguired whether there were any Jews 
in the capital city. In Tientsin, where 
there had once been a thriving com- 
munity, we made further inquiries 
“ithout avail, and jt was-not-until 
we got to Shanghai that we made any 
Contact. Having a car at our disposal, 
but no interpreter, we sought out and 
linally found in this city of between 
6.000.000 and 7.000.000 people the 
cadquarters of the Council of the 
Jewish Community. In a compound 
‘urrounded by stone walls we found a 
rambling two-storey house set in a 
garden. 

Here for the first time we saw the 
Mezuzza and the Magen David in 


structure, which could hold at least 
1.200 persons. Above the Ark there 
appeared in red neon letters the fol- 
lowing: 6,000,000. This was 
the last of the synagogues the com- 
munity owned only a few years ago. 
Today efforts are being. made to sell 
the synagogue, as only a small ante- 
room set up with the Ark is being 
used. It was here that we said our 
prayers and met the Chairman of the 
community, Mr. R. D. Abraham. 
The congregation was less than 
twenty, including one half-Chinese 
child.. In 1947 there were probably

from the communities in Harbin, 


Tientsin, and scattered groups else- 
where. On the dav that we were in 
Shanghai only 230 Jews remained in 
Mr. Abraham, with whom 
we had breakfast the next morning, 
and Mr. Bagg. with whom we had 
dinner, explained the situation to us, 
and it was, indeed, heartbreaking to 
listen to Mr. Abraham, whose grand- 
father had founded the modern Jewish 
community in China, while he 
remained only to see it wound up. 
The modern Jewish community in 
Chma was, in the first. place, com- 
posed of merchants who came from 
India and other near-by States to trade 
with the Chinese. and who stayed to 
build up important business connec- 
tions in that country ; these were fol- 
lowed by others from the north, who- 


came from Russia. during the revolu- 


tionary period in 1917 and who settled 
mainly in .Harbin. and lastly by 
refugees from Western Europe, who 
fled frome the persecution of the Nazis 
before the Second World War. 
Although the community © had 
suffered many vicissitudes and had on 
occasion great difficulty in Jooking 
after the influx of refugees. it was a 
wealthy community, and had as one 
of . its centres the best  club= in 
Shanghai. “a 
homes for the aged, together. with 
schools. a valuable library, a number 
of synagogues, and. kashrut. facilities. 


Help from the “ Joint” 


Today, with only 679 members of 
the community in the whole country, 
including’ Chinese. wives, the com- 
munity is dependent to a very great 
extent on the “ Joint,” which provides.

to balance the budget for local

In seeking ¢xit permits, those of 
Russian nationality have been offered 
visas to that country, and last year 
35. persons, the largest group, went 
there, while jn the first six months of 
this year 75, or almost three-quarters 
of the total who emigrated, left for 
Russia. Every effort is being made to 
obtain exit permits for all Jews who 
wish to leave China on the basis that 
they be permitted to join relatives or 


friends abroad, and many are in pos- 


session of Israeli visas, or have been 
approved for emigration into Israel : 
but these and others still await exit 
permits. 

Outside Shanghai there are only twe 
organised communities China. 
Harbin maintains its institutions and 
gives relief without outside assistance, 
and receives financial help only in the 
field of migration. The _ Tientsin 
Hebrew Association has. however, had 
to be assisted by the Council of the 


Jewish Community, with the help of 


the “Joint.” Their synagogue was 
disposed of in May of this year.

in the far North-West in the Sinkiang 
Province there is a Jewish widow with 
three children. 

In Shanghai 52 persons are receiv- 
ing cash relief, and 30 were being 
given free meals daily. We visited the 
Jewish: Shelter House, which js run 
admirably by Mrs. L. Pelstroff and her 
assistants, and we calied on the 14 
inmates, who include six mentally iil 
people and one child, a cretin, who 
was ieft in the care of the community 
by its parents. 

It is sad to have to report that the 
dwindling attendance at the New 
Synagogue has compelled the com- 
munity to decide to dispose of the 
synagogue building and to transfer the 
House of Prayer to the premises of 
the Jewish Shelter House. Already 
many of their books and Torah 


Scrolls have been sent to Israe|. and 


we Saw cases packed ready for ship- 


ment to Israel. of more books and 


scrolls as a gift to her people. 

The Jewish cemeteries are being well 
taken care of, and while the com- 
munity have disposed of their Wein- 
berg Pen, kashrut for poultry is still 
being maintained in the Shelter House 
and in private Jewish homes by Mr. 
Ezekiel Abraham, the son of the 
Chairman of the Council. who acts 
as shochet of the community in an 
honorary capacity. 

At the Shanghai Jewish Club we 
witnessed a bridge tournament. and 
we learnt that cultural activities are 
now rather limited. They have had 
a few recitals of classical music and 
an amateur performance of a play in 
English, and programmes from chil- 
dren on Chanucah and Purim: when 
almost the entire community turned 
up for a festive evening meal. 


Ashkenazim and Sephardim 


Two communal organisations within 
the Council continue to function. the 
Ashkenazi and Sephardi, and they 
have the very best possible relations, 
not only with Government authorities, 
but also with the Emigration Officer 
for Israel, who is m Hong Kong, the 


United Hias Service in the Far East, 


the “Joint,” to whom they pay. very 
great tribute, and the World Jewrsh 
Congress. 

It is the hope of the community, 
which we tried to speed during the 
course of an interview which. we had 
with the Vice-Premier of the Chinese 
People’s Republic, General Chen Yi, 
that in the not far distant future the 
majority of the 679 persons will be 
allowed to emigrate to Israel. and 
Other countries in order to. join 
their loved ones.

Simchat Torah: A Delayed ‘Honeymoon 


By Rabbi Dr. A, E. SILVERSTONE 


HOUGH we received the 

Torah on Shavuot, “the 

season of the giving of our 
Torah,” we do not. celebrate 
Simchat Torah then; we wait 
about four months, and express our 
joy at the end of the Feast of Taber- 
nacles, on a special day which we 
call Simchat Torah. 


Of course, it may be said, we cele- 
brate then because on that day we 
make a. Siyum: we end the reading 
of the Pentateuch, and begin Genesis 
again; and a Siyum is an occasion 
for joy. 

But why not combine Simchat 
Torah with Shavuot ? Why not begin 
the cycle of reading from Genesis to 
Deuteronomy on Pentecost, so that we 
may end on Pentecost, and have a 
Sivum then? After all, we ought to 
begin reading the Torah the moment 
we receive it, as it were-—that, is, on 
Shavuot. 

The reason for beginning the read- 
ing of Genesis at the end of Taber- 
nacles is this. On Rosh Hashana we 
celebrate the anniversary of Creation. 
It would have been appropriate, there- 
fore, to begin reading Genesis, the 
story of Creation, on the first day of 
Rosh Hashana. On that day, how- 
ever, we read of the birth of Isaac, 
which, according to tradition, occurred 
on Rosh Hashana (see Rosh Hashana 
ila); and on the second day we read 
of the Akedah (binding of Isaac), so 
that we may ask the Almighty to 


remember the Akedah and be merciful 


to us. On Tabernacles we read special] 
portions, too, dealing with the Festival, 


so that the earliest opportunity we 
have of beginning Genesis is when 
the Festival is ended—i.e., on Shabbat 
Bereshit. On Simchat Torah we end 
the Book of Deuteronomy, and 
immediately read the first chapter of 


- Genesis to show that there can be no 


pause between ending the Torah and 
beginning. again. But the actual 
beginning of the reading of Genesis 
is on the Sabbath after Simchat Torah. 

The question, however, still 
remains. Why not have Simchat 
Torah, rejoicing with the Torah, on 
Shavuot ? We could still finish read- 
ing Deuteronomy, as we’ do now, on 
the ninth (in Israel, eighth) day after 
the first day of Tabernacles, and we 
could have a Siyum Ha-Torah,; but 


Simchat Torah, rejoicing with the 


Torah, would seem to be more fitting 


on Shavuot, the anniversary of its. 


acceptance by Israel. 

It is related that the Vilna Gaon 
(Rabbi Elijah b. Solomon, 1720 to 
1797) asked the Dubno Maggid (Rabbi 
Jacob b. Zeev Kranz, 1740 to 1804) 
this question: “Since on Shavuot the 
Jewish people were married to the 
Torah by the Almighty, the Bride and 
Bridegroom ought surely to begin their 
honeymoon immediately, and not wait 
four months before celebrating their 
simcha ?” 

The Dubno Maggid, as was his 
custom, replied with a parable. 

There once lived a king the said), 
who, though happily married to his 
queen, was yet distressed because they 
were not blessed with children. The 
most famous doctors were consulted, 
but they could not help. One dav the 
king was told that in a small village 
there lived an old rabbi, who was so 


Saintly that his prayers were always 
answered. The king decided to enlist 
his help. The rabbi said he would 
pray that the queen should be blessed 
with a child, but demanded that the 
king should carry out his instructions. 
“You will have a daughter; but she 
must not look upon the face of a man 
till her wedding day.” The king 
agreed, though it was a hard condi- 
tion, for it meant that his daughter 
must not even see her father until she 
was married. 


The rabbi’s prayer was answered. 


In order that the condition should be 


‘fulfilled properly the king arranged 


that before the birth of the child the 
queen should go with a staff of women 
doctors, nurses, and servants to an 
uninhabited island, where everything 
was provided for her comfort. A 
daughter was born to the queen amid 
great rejoicing. The child was brought 
up as befitted a princess. Governesses 
were sent to the island in due course, 
to teach her everything that a princess 
must know. She was taught music, 
languages, and painting, and grew up 
to be a beautiful and accomplished 
young woman. 

When she was twenty years old the 
king (who had never seen his daughter) 
thought it time she married. Princes 
came to the king’s palace from all the 
neighbouring countries to ask for the 
hand of the princess in marriage. They 
were all told. however, that they would 
not be allowed to see the princess til! 
the wedding day. At this the young 
men went home again. They thought 
there must be something wrong with 
the princess if they were not allowed 
to see her. She must be very. ugly, 
or deformed, or perhaps sieonaly 


retarded. They could not believe the 
king's explanation: it sounded 
fantastic. 

. One prince, however, decided to 
take the risk, and agreed to marry the. 
princess. The wedding was arranged. 
When he set eyes on her for the first 
time he was dazzled by her beauty ; 
but he still could not rejoice fully. 
He thought that, though she was 
beautiful, she might be unintelligent, 
or possessed of a biting tongue and 
fiery temper. But, as time went on, 
he found that she was highly intelli- 
gent, educated, and had a sweet voice 
and a very gentle disposition. After 
four months of happy married Ife he 
realised that not only was. she 
extremely beautiful but that she was 
also possessed of all the virtues: then 
he decided to rejoice, and he prepared 
a magnificent banquet. 


Israel's Acceptance of Torah

Though superficially 
she appeared beautiful, she might pos- 
sibly not be intelligent ; so the Bride- 
groom, Israel, decided to wait a few 
months to find out more about his 
Bride. After four months he realised 
that she was, indeed, possessed of all 
the virtues, and he thereupon cele- 
brated Simchat Torah.

INSPECTOR’S REPORT ON HEBREW 
| EDUCATION | 


Discussed by Central Board 


From our Correspondent 


The report of Mr. Harold Levy, 
Inspector of the Central Council of 
Jewish Religious Education, was sur- 
veyed, and Manchester's new Director 
of Jewish Education, Dr. J. J. Slotki, 
was welcomed, al the monthly meet- 
ing of the Manchester Central Board 
for Hebrew Education and Torah on 
Monday. 


Mr. E. Raffles, J.P., who presided, said 
that they were confident that under Dr. 
Slotk’s: guidance the religious education 
of their children would prosper. 

The Communal Rabbi, Dr. A. Alt- 
mann, in a survey of the Inspector's 
report, said that Mr. Levy had compared 
the figures of enrolment as given in their 
statistical survey of February, 1954, with 
those in their last report, and this showed 
that attendances had declined in some 
schools, but had risen in all departments 
of the Jews’ school. He had paid a 
tribute to the achievements of the Bent 


Strect Talmud Torah and Heaton Park 
Classes. 
A. little less favourable; but by no 


means discouraging, said Dr. Altmann, 
were Mr. Levy's reports on the Central 
Board Hebrew School. and the Jews’ 
school. At the Central Board school 
a set of pupils had come late from 
Bowker Vale school, and this had upset 
the routine of children who had arrived 
carher, The difficulty, Dr, Altmann 


added, had pow been solved. Mr. Levy. . 


had praised the Modern Hebrew 
Barmitzvah classes at. this school. 


Criticism “ Not Fully Justified ”

Criticism of the «school related 
to the Hebrew side. Dr. Altmann said 
he did not. think the criticism. was fully 
justified. He had. visited the classes from 
ume to time and found the position 
much more satisfactory than Mr; Levy 
had: “As Mr. Levy admits, the alleged 
unsatisfactory standards: of Hebrew. sub- 


jects can be attributed to the fact that. 


pupils have joined this school at different 
ages with different preparation.” The 
Inspector had pointed out that the posi- 
tion would. undoubiedly improve once the 
school was fed from its own. infants’ 
department, when pupils would already 
be able to read Hebrew when entering 


the lowest primary class. There could 
be no doubt of the hard work that had 
been carried on, day in, day out, at the 
Jews’ school in the effort to improve 
Hebrew instruction. 

By and large, Mr. Levy's report and 
the comments were favourable and 
encouraging. 

Mr. L. M. Glancy, J.P., said that the 
Board had not been complacent, and 
they were not unmindful of the 
deficiencies of the various schools. Dr, 
Altmann, he said, had done a wonderful 
job of work during the past year. 

Mr. Raffles also expressed the Board's 
thanks to Dr. Altmann for the work he 
had done while they were without a 
director. 

The report was seconded by Mr. 
Isidore Sandler, who said that they could

Selecting Children for 
Israel 


To the Editor of THe JewtsH CHRONICLE 


Sin,—Reports published in your 
issue Of July 22, as well as in other 
responsible Jewish papers, contained 
utterings by Mr. Isaac Elmaleh which, 
among other bodies in Israel, also 
concern Youth Aliyah. While I am 
certain that his general accusations 
will be dealt with by those concerned 
with those charges, permit me to take 
up that part of Mr. Elmaleh’s accusa- 
tions which have to do with Youth 
Alryah. 

in so far as Youth Aliyah is concerned, 
it is generally known that this depart- 
ment accepts children and youth into its 
care only after a very careful examination 
of the family’s condition, the need. for 
separating the child from this family, the 
social and economic environment of the 
child. and his. individual problems. 
Furthermore, Youth Aliyah accepts only 
children and youth who are within certain 
age groups. All the procedures for the 
acceptance of children into our frame- 
work are constantly evaluated by the 
Management Committee of Youth 
Aliyah, in which all religious bodies con- 
cerned with this work are fully repre- 
sented. 

| would: like to add. one thing—the 
selection committees deciding on the 
placing of the children are composed 
equally of representatives of religious and 
non-religious education trends. In fact, 
the Assistant Director of our office in 
Morocco represents the religious trend. 
The decision of the Selection Committee 
is recorded. in a written agreement with 
the parents, and this decision cannot be 
changed by anyone without previous con- 
sultation with the parents. Even. after 
such assurances, mistakes can occur, and 
they do occur, but they are certainly not 
a reflection on our. policies. 

From this it follows that the dimensions 
of Mr. Elmaleh’s allegations have to. be 
reduced to their real proportions. 

Youth Aliyah is fully aware of the fact 
that more young people from North 
Africa accepted into its framework come 
from a religious or traditional family 
environment than did in the past years 
of Youth Aliyah’s activities with children 
from other countries. This awareness has 
reflected itself very clearly both in this 
organisation’s policies and practices. It 
should be noted that more than half of 
Youth Aliyah’s budget for 1954-55 has 


heen spent on religious education, and. 


ihe relative number of youth receiving a 
religious education in Youth Aliyah 1s 
higher than their counterpart covered by 


YOUTH ALIYAH WORK IN MOROCCO 


the educational system of the State. This 
is a Significant fact. 

It would be futile here to repeat the 
Story of Mr. Elmaieh’s public activities 
in connection with his “missionary 
fight for the souls of Moroccan Jewry. 
Only a year ago he distributed pamphlets 
in Morocco stating that thousands of 
children received by Youth Aliyah had 
changed their religion and left the faith 
of their fathers. The absurdity of this 
Statement surely does not require refuta- 
lion. 

When I visited Morocco a year ago I 
agreed that every child would be educated 
in accordance with the wish of his 
parents or guardians. There is nothing 
new in this, for during its 20 years of 
existence Youth Aliyah has strictly 
adhered to this principle. During. my 
visit I met the rabbis of Morocco who 
agreed to this principle. I could not 
possibly undertake to give a religious 
education to every child coming from 
Morocco, because such a thing would not 


be within my authority and would be a 


gross disregard of one of the most basic 
principles of human freedom—freedom 
of choice. ‘ 

About a month ago Mr. Elmaleh 
visited my office in Jerusalem and pre- 
sented me with a letter full of complaints. 
Also present at this meeting were the 
Chairman of the Moroccan Immigrants’ 
Organisation and the Chief Supervisor of 
Religious Education in Youth Aliyah, and 
all points contained in this letter of 
complaint were proved to Mr. Elmaleh 
to be unfounded. He réadily admitted 
the correctness of my. clarification, so 
much so that he requested me to return 


‘his letter to him. This meeting ended in 


an atmosphere of mutual understanding. 

I have demanded time and time again 
that if charges of such a serious nature 
are made they should be supported. by 
specific data, and I have agreed to investi- 
gate each case personally, if Mr. Elmaleh 
or his “ backers”? would hand over to 
me a list of children who were promised 
religious education and who were not 
given it. I again challenge Mr. Elmaleh 


not to hide behind generalities but to_ 


specify his charges. 

Mr. Elmaleh assured me of his fullest 
co-operation before he left this country. 
but immediately afterwards he embarked 
on a new campaign using the method of 
unspecified accusations. I wish to assure 


you. and your readers that we donot 


identify religious Jewry in Morocco with 
Mr. Elmaleh, a self-appointed speaker.

Paris Students’ Hostel 
By “GREEN FLAC” 


There can ve no doubt, judging from 


the large number of tributes I have 
received, of the success of the Paris 
Jewish Students’ Hostel, “Le Toit 
Familial,” 9 rue Guy-Patin, which 


offers bed and breakfast at the low rate 
of 600 francs (about 12s.) per day. I! 
select as typical the observations of Mr. 
David Wine, of Wesitcliff-on-Sea, who 
wries: 

The sakon at the hostel has a truly inter- 
national character with studems from more than 
ten countnes. Israc] being predominant. The 
whole atmosphere was pleasant, the students and 
staff friendly and cordial. It was good, too, to 
meet many familiar faces, and to renew acquain- 
tance with folk I had met on my visit last year to 
israel]. Ihe bedrooms ang general facilities are 
Of good hotel standard, and the cultural arrange- 
ments excellent. It was most convenient at times 
to have the use of the kitchen to cook one’s own 
food, for the restaurants are costly 
provided the more energetic of the girls with the 
chance to prepare a Shabbat meal, and we all 
enjoyed a homely service, followed by Zemirot.

Lamb, 1'2 cider, 4 pt.: stock. % 

t.; margarine,-2 oz.; flour, oz.

Cut the fish into convenient size pieces 
for serving. Skin and slice tomatoes and 
mushrooms. Put half the fish in a greased 
casserole, place half the tomatoes and 
mushrooms on top, and season with salt 
and pepper. Repeat the layers, doi with 
margarine and pour over the cider. Cover 
the casserole and bake in a moderate oven 
about 30: minutes. Blend the flour with 
a little cold water, add the liquid from the 
dish, stir till boiling, simmer for 2 minutes, 
then pour over the fish. 


Apples in Cider 


Peet and core some cooking apples, 
cut into slices a third of an inch thick, 
and put in layers in a pie dish, sprinkling 
each layer with brown sugar. Pour in 
enough cider to come a third of the way > 
up the dish, cover with greased paper, and 
bake in a moderate oven for half an hour. 
Then remove the paper, baste the apples 
with the cider, and place on an upper 
Shelf until the top is lightly browned.

1 hope you 
will read this beautiful poetic. prayer 
lor rain, 

There are. naturally many 
avout rain or, father, 
wonder if vou know. this. one. It 
is told that ‘during the reign of King 
Joram conditions in Samaria -were 
very. severe. after seven years famine. 
Joel,. the prophet, ‘lived at this. time 
and to. him the Almighty. revealed how 
Israel. would be. rescued” from. the 
famine. During the whole- winter 
there was no rain, and it was not until 
the’ first dav of. Nisan that the earfy 
rain fell. began. the prophet 
said to the. people: “Go. forth and 
sow seed.” But they argued with him 
that 1 was better to use the remaining 
measures of wheat and barle\ for 
food and live rather than sow it for 
seed and perhaps not-.sece it come to 
harvest.

MERRY WIVES OF 
WINDSOR 


With “ The Merry Wives of Windsor ” 
Douglas Seale mainiains his record as 
a guest producer at the Old Vic. He bas 


presented a lively, quick moving show in 


which all the inconsequences are slurred 
over and the fun is brought out without 
any overstressin Paul Rogers is as 
satisfying a Fa staff as any that has 
been seen in the last decade, but it may 
be that the fabulous mountain of fat in 
which he’ is swathed overshadows the 
rest of the cast. There does not seem 
to be the richness of acting that one 
would expect from such good players, 
and with the exception of a delightful 
Mistress Quickly, by Rachel Roberts, no 
performance really hits home. 


THE PUNCH REVUE 


“The Punch Revue,” presented at the 
Duke of York's Theatre by Oscar 
Lewensicin and Wolf Mankowitz, has a 
host of distinguished writers, including 
Louis MacNeice, John Betjeman, Paul 
Dehn, Auden and T. S. Eliot. The show 
aims at a highly civilised satire of the 
times, but such a galaxy of authors does 
mot make for a conglomerate whole. 
Binnie Hale; however, 1s a host in her- 
self. and her impersonations are by 
themselves value for money. Alfie Bass 
is, aS always, the perfect bufloon, and. 
Paul Daneman, a recruit to revue from 
the Old Vic, makes a new reputation. 
His archzologist 5,000 years ahead. dig- 
ging out the facts about life as lived 
today. is one of the high spots. This 
is written by David Higham. 


THE WITCH 


It isa curious freak of. post-Reforma- 
tion history that in those countries where 
the Jewish population was too small to 
attract the malice of fanaticism, puritani- 
cal wrath found its outlet in the hunting 
of witches. “The Witch,” by  Wiers- 
Jennsen, set. in seventeenth-century 
Bergen, is a dark, brooding play. The 
part of Anne Pedersdotter, who, caught 
up in the superstitions of the time: 
believes herself to be a witch, is a diff- 
cult one for any actress. Mary Laura 
Wood, in the revival at the New Lindsey 
Theatre, does not always catch the mood, 
though, at the tragic moment when she 
wishes her husband: dead, she grips her 
audience with a convincing power. The 
rest of the cast is undistinguished. 


THE STEP-SISTERS 


Three guest artists at the Grand Palais 
this season add considerable strength to 
the already highly skilled company there. 
The first offering by the new combina- 
tion 1S a very popular mixture of senti- 
ment and song: entitled “The Step- 
sisters,” which Etta Topel produces and 
in which she gives a moving performance 
as the unjustly treated step-daughter, Rae. 
Leon Blumenson, as her husband, shows 
himself well-controlled actor and a 
singer of great artistry; the third 
visitor, Maurice Zamar, gains. a warm 
welcome for his. melodious voice, heard 
in foik-songs and chazanut. Meta Segal’s 
villainy as the scheming step-sister wins 
hisses, David Segal earns sympathy for 
the kindly chazan, and _ Sadie Scop 1s 
charming as a “ greener” from. Galicia.

SADLER’S WELLS OPERA 


If the standard set by “ Rigoletio,” 
which opened the season, is maintained, 
Sadler's Wells Opera this year will be 
marked by a high level of technical 
accomplishment.. In a new physical 
interpretation of the term hunch- 
back,” made to enable him to take 
the part, Frederick Sharp sang and 
acted with a robust feeling that heightened 
the tragedy of the final scene. His words 
were always intelligible (indeed, so were 


those of all the singers) and he san —— 
a fine forthrightness. Marjorie Shires 
voice was rather brittle, and “Caro 


Nome ” Jacked tenderness, but her actin 
was effective, and her tone combined we 
with the others in duets and quartets. 
Robert Thomas was rather too insouciant 
for the Duke, who. after all, was a man 
of passion, and his tenor tone lacks the 
ultimate golden quality desirable. Harold 
Biackburn’s Sparafucile and Anna 
Pollak’s Maddalena were good studies, 
and David Ward's Monterone dominated. 
But the real success of the evening lay 
not in any one part but in the whole, 
including the chorus, and the orchestra 
under Leo Quayle. Powell Lloyd's pro- 
duction had a single unifying thread 
which elucidated the governing theme, 
and it had a tatior-made quality which 
needed only a little more gusto to be 
highly effective. H.C.S. 


SOUTH PLACE 


The series of South Place Sunday Con- 
certs have now entered their sixty-fitih 


season, beginning last Sunday with a 
concert given by the Allegri. String 
Quartet. They played Mozart's Quartet 


in D Minor K421. with the freshness. of 
a newly discovered work, and with the 
affectionate and sensitive phrasing they 
brought to it it was a joy to hear, After 
the interval the quartet was joined by 
Margaret Good in a_ performance ol 
Dvorak’s Piano Quintet in A, Opus 381. 
There were occasions when 
ensemble was not too steady, but it was 
nevertheless given a vigorous and warm- 
hearted performance. 


INDIG QUARTET 


The Indig String Quartet 
interesting and unusual programme for 
their concert at the Wigmore. Hall on 
Tuesday. As well as Mendelssohn's 
Quartet in D, Opus 44 and Debussy's 
Quartet in G Minor, they gave the first 
performance here of Martinu’s Sixth 
Quartet.. It is not an impressive work (at 
least as played on this occasion), but it 
manages tO suStain interest throughout 
with its mixture of Bohemian. tunes 
enveloped in a contemporary idiom. The 
quality of performance generally was 
disappointing, the Quartet offering hardly 
any variation of tone or style of inter- 
pretation from. one work to another. 
Intonation was frequently faulty. and 
phrasing was dull: but on the credit side 
were good rhythmic impulse and steady 
ensemble. P.Z.A.

That a number of Jews are among 
those who visit the graves of relatives 
in the large Abney Park Cemetery, 
Stoke Newington, N.16, seems a sur- 
prising fact until it is explained that, 
among the graves there is a mass- 
grave of several hundred people of 
denominations who were 


killed by enemy action in the last war, 
A memorial erected over the mass- 
grave by the borough in 1948 contains the 
names of many Jews who were killed 
in a particularly horrifying disaster which 
destroyed a large section of Coronation 
Flats in 1940. At the time of the unveil- 
ing an interdenominational service 
held at the Public Assembly Hall, Stoke 
Newington Church Street. Cllr. Samuel 
Fisher, then Deputy Mayor, presided. 
This Jewish association with Abney 
Park was recalled last week.. Cllr. 
Fisher, who is the Leader of the Borough 
Council—he was Mayor in 1953-54— 
proposed a resolution at a meeting of the 
Council calling upon the Abney Park 
Cemetery Co. Lid. to improve the con- 
dition of the cemetery.

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Obituary 
MR. J. OCHS ADLER 


The death occurred in New York on 
Monday, at the age of 62, of Mr. Julixs 
Ochs Adler, General Manager and first 
Vice-President of the New York Times 

Mr. Adler became Vice-President and 
Treasurer of the newspaper on his 
demobilisation after the First Worlg 
War, during which he commanded ap 
infamiry company in France ang was 
awarded the Distinguished Service Cross 
by General Pershing. On the death of 
his uncle, Mr. Adolph Ochs (publisher 
of the newspaper), in 1935, he became 
General Manager. 

In 1940 Mr. Adler resumed military 
duty. For three years he took part in 
the fighting in Hawaii and New Guinea. 
He retired from the Army Reserves last 
year with the rank of Major-General. 

Among the many organisations which 
he supported were the Jewish Welfare 
Board of which he was a member of

Art Notes 
MICHAEL AYRTON 


Attendance figures at the White- 
chapel Art Gallery over the last three 
years have indicated curiosity about 
the art of our own time and a desire 
io appreciate it. It is good news, 
therefore, that trusiees 
| decided on periodical exhibitions 
devoted to the last ten years’ work of 
some of the’ younger British artists. 

The first triumphantly does, Till 
October 30 one may see 172 works by 
Michael Ayrton executed between 
ages of 24 and 34. They are always 
interesting, for they are essentially obser- 
vant and sensitive, and sometimes very 
moving. Ayrton is draughtsman, painter, 
illustrator, theatrical designer, writer, 
broadcaster, and now sculptor; but 
fundamentally he is a humanist with a 
good intellect, whose natural means of 
expression is draughtsmanship. 

Ten years ago Michael Ayrton. was 
painting landscapes, sombre and desolate, 
with gulls like twisted iron. Then came 
the first of several visits to Italy, and 
in particular to Ischia, where he painted 
a portrait of Sir William: Walton, which 
shows that acute observation of planes 
that was to lead eventually to ‘sculpture. 
He also painted many groups like 
* Afternoon on Ischia” and “ Full 
Moon,” and studies of workers in vine- 
yards, that vividly express his perennial 
problem of personal relationships, some- 
times restless and emotional, held 
together by a classical structure. 

In Rome he started a vertical series 
composed according to the tenets of the 
Florentines and their “ golden section,” 
using the geometric principles of the 
fifteenth century for the bones of his 
design. se crowded pictures provided 
a useful discipline without which the 
econosnical Dominican With Cats 
he is a great painter of cats—and “ Blind 
Girl With Sculpture,” 
completely satisfying painting so far, 
would not have been so unanswerably 
right in their placing. 

Then came a series of still lifes, in 
which an artist who had so far been 
more of a draughtsman than a painter, 
and not much of a colourist, showed 
that he could compete in these fields, 
too. For the last two years he has been 
engaged on sculpture, which seems a 
natural extension of his drawing. 

Versatile though he is, Michael Ayrton 
follows a consistent path. He is an

CHILD ART EXHIBITION 
By a Jewish Curonicie Reporter 


I have had a “ sneak preview” this 
week of some of the entries that have 
already been sent in for the exhibition 
of pictures and other “ objets dart” 
to be held by Jewish Child's Day at 
the end of the month. Many of them 
seemed to me to show great promise 
and, indeed, in some cases noteworthy 
performance.

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WEST GERMAN COMPENSATION PLEDGE 
Goldmann Entertains Bonn Foreign Minister

An assurance that the West German 
Government and the Bonn Parliament 
were making “ intensive efforts" to 
secure the early enactment of out- 
standing indemnification legislation 
was given here last week by the 
Federal Foreign Minister, Dr. Hein- 
rich von Brentano, :

Dr. von Brentano, the statement added, 
expressed his Government's great interest 
in the implementation of the indemnifica- 
tion and restitution provisions of the 
Hague Agreement, and pointed out that 
intensive efforis were being made by the 
t German Government and the Bonn 
Parliament to assure early enactment of 
outstanding legislation and of the 
issuance of the necessary implementing 
regulations. 

e Claims Conference Executive have 
also discussed a draft document on pro- 
cedures and principles connected with the 
allocation of Conference funds. 
details of this document have. not 
been made public, the procedure, it is

UNESCO CAMPAIGN TO FIGHT PREJUDICE

Unesco will shortly launch an inter- 
national campaign of racial enlighten- 
ment among schoolchildren. This was 
decided at a conference of sociologists 
and educationists from eight countries, 
held here recently under the egis of 
Unesco’s Social Science Department. 
The main “weapon” in the fight 
against race bias will be a handbook far 
school teachers, based on papers con- 
tributed by Dr. Cyril Bibby, of London 
University, who played a prominent part 
in the introduction of sex education for 
children in Britain, and by Dr. Charles 
E. Hendry, of Toronto University, who 
for some years was director of the 
American Jewish Congress's Commission 
on Community Interrelations. 
Dr. Hendry’s contribution, entitled 
“Learning to Live Together Without 
Hate,” brings factual evidence thai, con- 
trary to generally accepted ideas, racial 


prejudice takes hold of children at a very 
tender age, but can be eradicated with 
slow and patient tuition. 

Dr. Bibby’s work, “ Education in Race 
and Inter-Group Relations,’ gives the 
salient scientific facts about the racial 


constitution of humanity and indicates. 


how such knowledge can be imparted to 
children through the ordinary subjects of 


the school curriculum—history,  geo- 
graphy, biology, and religion. The 
enlightenment campaign, he suggested, 


should be positive rather than negative, 
encouraging racial tolerance .and appre- 
ciation of human diversity rather than 
preaching against racial discrimination 
and exclusiveness.

Mr. Dulles, the U.S.A. Secretary of 


State, said here on Tuesday that he 


still hoped that a security guarantee 
sponsored by the United Nations 


might dissipate fear dominating the 


Middle East. . | 

Commenting at his press conference 
on proposed shipments of arms by Soviet 
bloc countries to Egypt, he said that a 
country would not necessarily get security 
through an arms race. 

Mr, Dulles said he had discussed the 
position with the Soviet Foreign Minister, 
Mr. Molotov, in New York last week 
and had taken the line with him similar 
to his press conference statements of last 
August on this general subject. [In his 
statement of August 30 M;:; Dulles said 
—and he repeated it on Tuesday—that 
“from the standpoint of United States 
relations with the Soviet Union, such 
delivery of arms would not. contribute 
to relaxing tensions.”"} Mr. Dulles said 
that this observation stood. — 

He added in a prepared statement: 
It is difficult to be critical of countries 
which, feeling themselves endangered, 
seek arms which they sincerely believe 
they need for defence. On the other 
hand, | doubt very much that, under the 
conditions which prevail in the area, it 
is possible for any country to get security 
through an arms race. Also it is not easy 
or pleasant to speculate on the probabie 
motives of the Soviet bloc leaders.”
